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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3, 4 and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 3, 4 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite in that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. 
This claim is an omnibus type claim. Applicant is claiming features in accordance with 
drawing Figures which can change over time during prosecution. 

Regarding claims 8 and 9, the phrase "for example" or "e.g." renders the claim 
indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of 
the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 
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Claim Objections 

Claim 2 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claim 2 is improperly 
dependent from Claim 1 as Claim 2 is claiming a method and Applicant seeks to 
improperly further limit an apparatus claim with method recitation. Appropriate 
correction is required in response. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 6 and 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Ganan-Calvo et al (US 6, 11 9,953). 

In regard to Claim 1 , Ganan-Calvo et al teach a device for producing individual 
droplets from liquids having a different viscosity with a nozzle, characterized in that the 
material from which the droplets are to be produced by compressed air from at least 
one container through at least one capillary in the interior of the nozzle and the droplet 
separation or ejection can be accomplished both by means of an airflow passed 
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concentrically to the capillary in the nozzle and by means of jets of compressed air 
resulting in an interruption of the liquid flow in the liquid carrying capillary itself. 

In regard to Claims 2, 5 and 6, Ganan-Calvo et al teach having a nozzle, a 
reservoir for the material from which the droplets are to be produced, an automatic 
control system for supplying the reservoir with compressed air, control elements for 
controlling the concentric air flow which causes the separation of the droplet in the 
nozzle, a control device and control valve for the jets of compressed air generating the 
interruptions in the liquid column inside the capillary where the liquid droplets can be 
produced therewith in either a gaseous medium or liquid media by means of a nozzle. 

In regard to Claims 8-10, Ganan-Calvo further teach where the produced 
droplets can be or are capable of being precipitated chemically or physically by the 
influence of salts or temperature change.
